Analysis of the preliminary statement recently is-
sued by the Internal Revenue Bureau at Washington
showing collections made during the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1927 indicates that California still maintains
a leading place among the 48 siafes of the Union so far
as the payment of Federal taxes is concerned.

Total Internal Revenue Collections made in Cali-
fornia during the last fiscal year were $139,488,418.25.

Total Internal Revenue Collections made during the.
previous year were $135,060,004.93. -

This represents an increase of nearly 4!, million
dollars, or-over 37, and indicates that the net income
of the citizens of California during the past year was

the greatest in the history of the state, which now
ranks seventh in population according to the estimate
of the Bureau of Census.

Ranks third in the issue of capital stock and Bonds
of Indebtedness. $1,5643,792,100 worth of such securi-
ties were issued during the year.
